CELEBRATE  135  YEARS 


December  23  is  the  birthday  of  Wesleyan’s  Charter.  That  day, 
135  years  ago,  she  became  the  first  college  in  the  world  chartered 
to  grant  to  women  “all  such  honors,  degrees,  and  licenses  as  ate 
usually  conferred  in  colleges  and  universities.” 

Higher  education  for  women  was  won  in  a long,  hard  struggle 
by  a few  far-sighted  men.  Duncan  C.  Campbell,  Daniel  Chandler, 
the  Rev.  Elijah  Sinclair,  and  various  citizens  of  Macon  laid  the 
groundwork,  until  that  fateful  day  when  Alexander  Stephens  fired 
the  legislature  of  Georgia  in  his  historic  maiden  speech  to  grant  a 
charter  to  the  then-named  Georgia  Female  College. 

Wesleyan  has  dropped  “female”  from  its  name,  but  not  its  dedi- 
cation to  the  ideals  of  educating  women.  The  College  has  come  a 
long  way  since  the  day  when  one  gentleman  remarked:  “I  would 
not  have  one  of  your  graduates  for  a wife,  for  I could  never  even 
build  a pigpen  without  her  criticizing  it  and  saying  it  was  not  put 
up  on  Mathematical  principals;”  and  another  said:  “No,  I will  not 
give  a dollar;  all  a woman  needs  to  know  is  how  to  read  the  New 
Testament,  and  to  spin  and  weave  clothing.” 

This  is  a far  cry  from  Project  ’71  and  upcoming  Project  ’72  in 
January. 

On  the  cover  Jane  Stephens  Williams,  ’74,  is  blowing  out  the 
candles  on  Wesleyan’s  135th  birthday  cake.

One  delightful  weekend  we 
spent  at  Nikko,  a mountain  re- 
sort which  has  much  to  offer  to 
tourists  — beautiful  mountains 
and  waterfalls,  and  one  of  the 
most  historic  and  beautiful 
shrines  in  Japan.  One  could 
easily  spend  an  entire  day  tour- 
ing the  shrine.  Setsuko  Kato  ac- 
companied us  to  Nikko,  and  in 
addition  to  the  joy  which  she  her- 
self gave  us  she  served  admirably 
as  interpreter  and  guide. 

ON  SEPARATE  DAYS  in  Tokyo 
Setsuko  and  her  grandmo- 
ther introduced  us  to  the 
Kabuki  and  No  forms  of  drama. 
The  visits  to  Japanese  theatres 
featuring  these  two  historic 
means  of  artistic  expression 
taught  us  much  about  the  Japan- 
ese. And  then  a visit  to  Setsuko^s 
home  where  we  met  and  dined 
with  a number  of  her  kinfolk 
made  our  introduction  to  Japan 
complete. 

I must  mention  the  luncheon 
which  the  Acting  President  of  In- 
ternational Christian  University, 
Dr.  Akira  Miyake,  gave  for  us. 
Along  with  several  members  of 
his  staff  he  invited  Miss  Setsuko 
Kato  who  was  returning  to  I.C.U. 
from  Wesleyan  and  Miss  Katsuko 
Kimura  who  will  be  at  Wesleyan 
throughout  the  1971-72  year. 
I.C.U.,  an  international  and  in- 
interdenominational  u n i v e r - 
sity  founded  immediately  after 
World  War  II,  would  merit  an  en- 
tire article  if  space  permitted. 

We  returned  from  Japan  im- 
pressed with  the  country  and 
with  its  dramatic  achievements  in 
recent  decades.

There  will  also  be  individual 
student  projects,  studies  on  cam- 
pus, and  courses  off-campus  and 
abroad.  Two  members  of  the  fac- 
ulty, Miss  Cornelia  Shiver  (his- 
tory) and  Miss  Marcia  Isaacson 
(art)  will  take  groups  to  England 
and  France  for  seminars,  lectures, 
museums,  etc.  Joel  Plum,  art  de- 
partment, will  exchange  posts 
with  a professor  from  Manchester 
College,  Ind.  A study  of  organ- 
isms and  their  environment  in  the 
estuarine  waters  of  Georgia  will 
be  made  under  professors  Cowie 
and  Brodie;  the  court  system  and 
criminal  justice  in  Georgia  will  be 
explored  under  the  guidance  of 
Prof.  Scarborough  (sociology). 

Core  presentations,  dealing 
with  sub-strata  of  our  changing 
culture — life  styles,  pollution  and 
economics,  racism  and  poverty, 
and  future  trends  in  education, 
will  open  Wed.,  Jan.  5,  with  the 
White  Roots  of  Peace,  a North 
American  Indian  Communica- 
tions Group,  and  will  close  on 
Jan.  28  with  a talk  by  Dr.  Mary 
Bunting,  president  of  Radcliffe 
College. 

In  between  is  a veritable  feast 
of  ideas.  The  schedule  of  events, 
an  attractive  two-tone  pink  bro- 
chure, has  been  sent  to  alumnae 
and  other  friends,  and  listings 
have  appeared  in  the  press.  Any- 
one interested  in  information  on 
programs,  courses  of  study  or 
tours  may  write  to  the  Dean,  Dr.

Wesleyan  Qualified 
For  Foundation  Money 

A number  of  small  foundations  are 
considering  liquidation  next  year,  ac- 
cording to  Robert  A.  Wys,  assistant 
to  the  president  in  charge  of  fund 
raising.  In  some  instances,  Wesleyan 
could  be  the  recipient  of  the  assets. 

Beginning  in  1972  each  charitable 
organization  must  be  administered 
similar  to  a taxable  business  corpora- 
tion. This  is  the  result  of  the  new  fed- 
eral and  state  laws  which  placed  more 
stringent  controls  on  their  operations. 
Many  smaller  foundations  have  found 
the  overhead  costs  to  be  excessive  and 
have  found  it  both  practical  and  de- 
sirable to  transfer  its  assets  to  another 
charitable  activity.  Other  foundations 
undoubtedly  will  also  seek  such  ar- 
rangements next  year. 

Wesleyan,  of  course,  qualifies  to  re- 
ceive such  assets  and  is  prepared  to 
fulfill  any  charitable  objective  which 
pertains  to  higher  education.  Interest- 
ed alumnae  may  obtain  additional  in- 
formation from  the  Development 
Office.
